TUGBOAT ON WAY TO ARCTIC 


MONTREAL—An eighty three foot 
power tug constructed at the Sorel 
shipyards and designed for use in 
Northern Alberta passed through 
Montreal on seven flat cars of the 
Canadian National Railways on its 
long journey to the Arctic regions. 
Two of these tugs hve been built for 
the Northern Transportation Com- 
pany, Ltd., operating during the sea- 
son of navigation from the end of 
steel at Waterways, Alberta, down 
the Mackenzie River system to Great 
Bear Lake, The second tug will be 
leaving Sorel shortly. 

In addition to the unusual nature 
of the boats themselves, there is the 
fact that they will not be launched 
until they are approximately 3,000 
miles or so away from the shipyards. 
They have been completed at Sorel 
even to the installation of engines, 
then cut into sections and shipped 
by rail to the northern points from 
which they will go into service. 

One of these tugs will operate on 
the northern section of the route be- 
tween Fort Smith and Fort Norman 
and the second is to go into service on 
the Athabasca and Slave Rivers be- 
tween Fort McMurray and Fitzgerald.

WARREN TRIUMPHS IN ONTARIO 


PEMBROKE, Ont.—With 55 of 58 
polls reported, R.M, Warren, Liberal, 
was unofficially declared the victor in 
the Renfrew North federal by-election 
late Monday night, with a majority 
of 830 over his Conservative opponent 
Dr. E.T. Wood. He retained the seat 
for the government. 

Conservative headquarters here 
conceded the election early in the 
evening, Returns from 54 polls gave 
Warren 4,982 and Wood 4552, While 
the extra poll cut down the majority 
by roughly 100 votes, the chief re- 
turning officer estimated no more than 
150 votes in all would be received 
from the last three subdivisions, all 
of them small and in distant spots.

HUTTERITES PURCHASE RANCH 

LETHBRIDGE—Byron F. Tanner 
announced today the sale of the R.L. 
MacMillan ranch of High River to the 
Big Bend Hutterite colony at Wool- 
ford, The 4,500-acre ranch, one of the 
finest in the Foothills, was sold on a 
lease-purchase agreement and_ the 
amount involved was not revealed. 

The property lying southwest of 
High River is highly developed with 
modern ranching buildings, excellent 
water facilities and is fully equipped 
The purchasers take over the equip- 
ment along with the land.

Why not dig a hole in the ground, 
say, three feet deep by four feet by 
two feet at the bottom, and five feet 
by three feet at the top, so that the 
sides will be sloping.

Obtain an old pail—one with as great 
an ancestry as possible is suitable— 
and cut the bottom out of it, Then 
insert it in the corner of the dug-out 
and support it on old chair rungs, 
one inch thick poplar poles or the like, 
make a cover for the pail and empty 
waste water—but no cans—into the 
hole via the ancient pail. 

Result, cleanliness and no smell. 

DO NOT dig the hole near a well 
or other source of drinking water. 

I have used this method of disposal 
for the last two and a half years, and, 
except for freezing towards the close 
of Winter, have found it most satis- 
factory, The month or two that it is 
frozen is greatly outweighed by the 
time in can be operated. 

Incidentally, a layer of rocks or 
cans in the floor of the hole is an ad- 
vantage, as it tends tokeep up the silt 
and allow te water to drain away 
better.

Plants Require Liquor Strong ganic or vegetable matter, There are 
also the peat and muck soils formed in 
swamps’ through the 
growth and decay of plants, muck 
being peat in a more advanced stage 
of decomposition. The more prevalent 
mineral soils contain varying propor- 
|tions of clay and sand, When clay 
predominates the soil is heavy ,and 
if sand is the chief constituent the 
soil is light. Actually, by volume, 
sand weighs more than clay, but the 
terms refer to the relative ease with 
which the soil may be worked, Mucks 
differ widely from mineral 
that the former consists largely of 
vegetable matter with but little min- 
eral substance, They are high in to 
tal nitrogen but low in phosplrate and 
potash, 


The growing plant is a living be- 
ing which links man to the soil, says 
B, Leslie Emslie in the current issue 
of his “Farm News Letter” and the 
surface soil itself is alive with myri- | 
ads of microscopic creatures—bac- 
teria, protozoa, moulds, etc, Man is 
of the earth and derives his nurture 
from the soil through the medium of

Plant Food Needs 

Considering that the upper six-inch 
layer of a medium loam soil weighs 
about two million pounds per acre 
one realizes that the relatively small 
amounts of plant food substances sup-

Europe is buying much more 
wheat than even the most optimistic 
expert forecasted at the start of the 
season. 

On August 1, 1936, Mr, Broomhall— 
one of the world’s greatest authori- 
ties—estimated that for this crop 
year Europe would purchase 120 mil- 
lion bushels; the Oreint and other 
countries an additional 120 million, 
making a total of 540 million. On 
December 30th Mr. Broomhall con- 
cluded that Europe would take 28 
million bushels more than he at first 
estimated, thus making a world total 
prospective demand of 568 million. 

For the past three months the rate 
of European purchases has exceeded

LEGISLATURE TO DROP 
MINIMUM FINE SYSTEM 


Removal of the minimum fine pro- 
vision from the Vehicle and Highway 
Traffic Act was decided upon by the 
Alberta legislature when 
dealing with a new amending bill in 
committee of the whole. 

The committee also approves of sec. 
tions of the bill that provide for com- 
pulsory dimming of headlights when 
motorists meet on the highways, 
lights on cycles on the highway at 
night, and right of police cars to make 
inspections of cars when in operation. 

The house favoured the proposal to 
eliminate the $5 minimum fine and 
for the first offence of those 
convicted of infractions under the Act 
as it stood previously. 

As a result, a magistrate will have 
the right to impose a fine of $1 and 
costs,
